WASHINGTON, Sept. 23.—A story widely 
Printed today by administration organs 
Says that J. Pierpont Morgan has issued 
@ flat that Theodore Roosevelt must be 
Gefeated for the Republican presidential 
Domination tn 1904. 

According to this story, which was sent 
out from Washingion, Morgan made the 

wing statement to a friend: 

He must be defeated for nomination and 
@ safe man ust be nominated in his 
Stead. If he * el be defeated for nomi- 
Hation, then we must see that the Demo- 
Crats nominate a safe man like Cleveland, 
Whom the business interests can support, 
and beat Roosevelt at the polls." 

Morgan is said to have been displeased 
with President Roosevelt since he ordered 
Attorney-General Knox to file suit against 
the Northern Securities Co. Then he char- 
e@cterized the executive as an ‘unsafe’ 
man. 

Since that time Morgan has frequently 
been reported as making a secret but vig- 
orous fight on the President. It is certain 
that no body of men dominated by him has 
spoken a word in commendation of the 
President. An editorial in last week's 
Harper's Weekly, the utterances of which 
are generally supposed to be shaped to the 
wishes of Mr. Mocrgan, who owns nearly 
all its bonds, is significant, and is thought 
to indicate Morgan's opinion of Mr. Roose- 
velt. Extracts from it follow:

ustomary vigor are yet to be discovered. 

@ says that he believes that the national! 
legislature can do something more than it 
has done for the prevention of these mys- 
terious evils, and for the punishment of 
their responsible authors. But he does not 
tell us what he conceives to be the direc- 
tion which legislation should take, Or the 
end which it should seek to accomplish. 
This is not what the country has the right 
to expect and demand from the President, 
When a state#¢man who occupies the most 
responsible, as well as the most conspic- 

ous, position in the country enters upon 
the discussion of proposed reforms, it is 
his duty to particularize, to present de- 
tails. to give hia reasons, and to unfold his 
argument and plan. The sort of speech 
which this involves is the old-fashioned !n- 
ormative and persuasive kind. It implies

They Took Harness off Another Horse 
in Clifton Heights and Turned 
Him Out to Grass—Driver 
Was Arrested. 


Two Golden Chain Humane Society wom- 
en did stPenuous deeds Monday afternoon 
in rescuing three teams from beatings at 
the hands of@heir drivers. Each of the 
women mounted a wagon seat and drove a 
team to the police station after the drivy- 
ers had fied, in fear of arrest. 

Mrs. Mary Waldo Calkins, president of 
the society, and Mrs. Annie Long of 6679 
Old Manchester road, were the heroines 
of the episodes. 

They went out in the Clifton Heights 
neighborhood iooking for cases of inhumane 
treatment of animals. They had not far to 
look. 

Two blocks from the police station they 
found two teams, the wagons being driven 


by a white man and a negro, respectively, | 


each of whom was beating his horses. 
The men were drivers for Wade Bros., 
sprinkling andi hauling contractors. ' 


Mrs. Calkins and Mrs. Long displayed 
their badges. Mrs. Calkins in particular 
is widely known in that neighborhood, near 
which she resides. Drivers of galled teams 
stand in mortal fear of her, knowing that 
she has the authority to cause their ar- 
rest. and men who beat horses are always 
on the outlook for Mrs. Calkins. 


Drivers Were Taken 
By Surprise. 

These drivers had failed to post pickets. 
Mrs. Calkins and Mrs. Long swooped down 
upon them.

Garbed in boy's clothing, Mrs. James M.

In overalls, heavy shoes, a blue shirt 
and a felt hat she traveled as a “‘hobo"’ 
from ‘Chicago to Honolulu and back from 
lionolulu to St. Louis, and was arrested 
i9 times for masquerading in masculine 
uttire. 

At least, that is the story 
Post-Dispatch by her husband and her- 
self after they alighted from a Missouri 
Pacific boxcar in the St. Louis railroad 
yards Tuesday morning. 

To substantiate one portion of his story, 
Smith has clippings from newspapers in 
Cheyenne, Wyo... Denver and Kansas City, 
telling of their arrest in each of those 
places because Mrs. Smith appeared on the 
street in masculine attire. 

While Mrs. Smith appeezrs heartily dis- 
gusted with the mode of travel which she 
har been experiencing. her husband seers 
roud of his achievement in making so 
t funds.

UTHOFF TESTIFIES BEFORE 


CIRCUIT ATTORNEY FOLK 


Former Councilman Frederick G. Uthoff, 
who, it is said, was “‘buncoed” out of his 
$45,000 bribe money for his vote on the Cen- 
tral. Traction bill by R. M. Snyder of Kan- 
sas City, has retured from Colorado to 
testify at Snyder's trial next Monday, and 
has heen in conference with Circuit At- 
torney Folk this morning, making a state- 
ment which is characterized by a com- 
petent authority as “‘marvelous, amazing.” 
It is belleve that Uthoff's return is sec- 
ond in tmportance only to the return of 
John K. Murrell and that-his revelations 
may render unnecessary the testimony of 
fugitive Charles F. Kelly, who is wanted by 
the state as a witness against certain mil- 
ltonaire bribe-givers in the lighting bill ar- 
fair. 


MEMBER OF CITY COUNCIL. 

Uthoff was a member of the City Coun- 
cil from 1895 to 1899: 
It was for the passage of the lighting 
bill that the House of Delegates received 
$47,500, which was distributed to the 19 
combine men at Julius Lehmann’s “birth- 
day party” by Kelly, for whose arrest the 
Post-Dispatch and the state now offer a re- 
ward of $1800. 

“Who gave the money to Kelly?” ts the 

all-important question which apparently 
still remains uranswered and for which 
the state must have an answer withing the 
next five weeks if indictments are to be 
returned against the rich bribe-givers be- 
fore the’ statute of limitations makes their 
crime non-indictable. 
While the circuit attorney and his as- 
sistants are silent upon the main point, 
there is reason to believe that Uthoff’s 
statement may throw light upon the light- 
ing bill affair as upon that of the Central 
Traction.

His remaining there made 
it possible for him to be indicted for bri- 
bery after the three years’ limit, owing to 
a statutory provision extending the statute 
of limitations in case of non-residence in 
the state. 

Last winter, when the bribery canes 
were first brought -under in 
Uthoff went before the * ry and 
testified. It was suppased then that he had 
made startling révelations, particularly 
with reférente to Snyder's deals. 

The statement made by him today in the 
circult attorney's office, recorded in short~- 
hand for future reference, are said to be 
incomparably more startling than the 
others.

The machine, 
which uses gasoline fuel, is of French 
manufacture and was purchased in Pitts- 
burg, Pa. 


From Pittsburg the Blandfords rode to 
Toledo, then to Detroit, across Michigan 
to Grand Rapids, at Which point they took 
passage on a steamboat for Milwaukee.

The 130 Cars to Be Equipped With an 
Improved Power Brake in 
Three Months. 


All Suburban cars will be equipped with 
power brakes of a pattern recommended bj 
the president's committee of the Board of 
Public Improvements. 

The committee was notified Monday of 
this decision by General Superintendent 
Jenkins, who invited the members to wit- 
ness a test of one of the brakes Two 
Cars already have been fitted with the new 
brakes, and an order has been placed for 
100 more. There are 130 cars on the Subur- 
ban system, all of which, Mr. Jenkins as- 
sures the committee, will be equipped with 
the brake by the time the new-track work 
on the line is completed, about three 
months hence. 

Messrs. Phillips, Whyte, Varrelmann and 
Hermann, the committee, are greatly grat- 
ified by this action. They are satisfied that 
with the brake adopted the Suburban cars 
will be able to make such fast time, with 
comparative safety to the public and the 
rolling stock of the line, that the transit 
company will be compelled, as a matter of 
policy, to adopt a similar power brake to 


maintain its traffic.

ORPHANS ESTATE IS $4.25 


Post-Dispatch Investigation Reveals 


That the Four Daughters Are 
Entitled to That Amount.

tate awaited the four giris in Germany. 
Klein had said little about his family, but 


it was known that he had once been an 
officer in the German army, and it was 
believed that his family had been wealthy. 
The Post-Dispatch commenced an inquiry 
into the matter, the only clew being af- 
forded by a letter of inauir written by an 
insurance firm at Karlsruhe, asking for 
proofs of his death. This letter was re- 
Celved by N. O. Nelson, Klein's former 
employer. 

letters to the firm caused them to make 
an investigation of the amounts due to 
Klein's estate, and the answer finally came 
that the amount to which the girls were 
entitied was $4.25 In American money. 
While the writings of ‘‘Uncle Tom’ were 
familiar to single tax adherents through- 
out the Unit States, their author was 
employed as a porter in the Nelson estab- 
lishment. He worked all day and wrote 
half the night. 

When his wife died he sent his children 
to the Orphans’ Home, where they have 
since remained. All have rown into 
bright, handsome children. wo are in 
school at Webster Groves, the oldest is @ 
student of stenography and the second is 
secretary for a wealthy lady.

Good Crop of Apples in Missouri, Kan- 
sas, Iowa, Wisconsin, Michigan

WASHINGTON, Sept. 23.—Following is the 
agricultural department's weekly summary 
of crop conditions: 

The temperature conditions were general- 
ly favorable in all districts east of the 
Rocky Mountains, although the week was 
decidedly cool in the south Atlantic states 
and the Missouri Valley. Heavy rains re- 
tarded work in Florida, portions of the 
central and west gulf states and portions 
of the Upper Mississippi and Missouri 
Valleys, while a large part of the middle 
and south Atlantic states need rain for 
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fall plowing and pasturage. The middle 
and southern Rocky Mountain districts 
have received abundant and much-needed 
rains. The week has been generally cool 
on the Pacific coast, with rainfall slightly 
in excess of the average in portions of 
Oregon and Washington. Frosts occurred 
in the eee Mountain districts, Missouri 
and Upper Mississippi Valleys and lake 
region, Dut were less damaging than those 
of the previous week. 

No further material damage by frosts 
has been sustair.ed by the corn crop during 
the week. The reports indicate, however, 
that previous estimates of injury by the 
frosts of the 12th and 128th have been con- 
servatively stated, end that a large part 
of the late orop over the northern districts 
has been very @ariously injured. Over the 
southern portion of the corn belt an ex- 
ceptionally fine crop is now assured.

The suit will be the largest ever brought 
in the state of Illinois, outside of Chicago. 
Of the $3,000,000 which will be sued for 
$2,200,000 represents dividends paid to the 
defendants on preferred stock alleged to 
have been fraudulently issued. Other items 
make up the balance. 

The litigation which has culminated in 
the authorization to begin the suit has 
been pending for several years. It was 
instituted by the Town of Vandalia and /§ 
Edward L. Thomas of Belleville, minority 
stockholders. It was based on the claim 
that the Pennsyilvania company and the 
Indianapolis & Terre Haute Co., which 
became majority stockholders by purchase, 
“defrauded and plundered” .the minority 
stockholders by a systematic plan.

SEWER SUIT §=COMPROMISED 


Wabash Withdraws Its Petition for 
Injunction Against the World’s 
Fair Company. 


The Wabash rallroad's petition for an In- 
junction to restrain the World's Fair com- 
pany from laying a sewer under the rall- 
road tracks at De Baliviere and De Giver- 
ville avenues was withdrawn Tuesday 


morning. 

The argument for a permanent injunction 
was to be heard before Judge Ferriss at 10 
oclock. Attorneys for both sides appeared 
and filed an agreement of dismissal in the 
following language: 

“Plaintif? dismisses this petition and con- 
sents to dissolution of the temporary in- 
junction heretofore accorded to it, and 
thereupon the defendants waive all assess- 
ment of claims upon the dissolutior™ef the 
said injunction.” 

This settlement of the matter was 
reached at a conference Monday afternoon. 
The basis of settlement is said to be an 
Agreement upon the part of the World's 
Fair that the Wabash railroad may build 
its tracks to connect with the belt line at 
the site, at any point west of a line 200 
feet west of De Baliviere avenue. This 
will not permit the Wabash to reach the 
World's Fair grounds near the northeast- 
ern corner, as was desired, but will give a 
terminal near the Skinker road entrance. 

James L. Blair, counsel of the Bxposi- 
tian company, was present in Judge Fer- 
ris’ court this morning when the Wabash 
attorneys dismissed the injunction suit 
against the World's Fair Co. When asked 
what were the terms of the compromise 
leading to the dismissal, he said: 

“There was no compromise about the 
matter at all. The Exposition company has 
never given or promised any consideration 
for the dismiseal. We were ready for trial 
this morning and expected to go into the 
case on ite merits. I suppose the Wabash

no legal right to stop us from bullding the

MAINE MAN FINDS IT BETTER 
THAN CROP RAISING. 


GETS GOOD PRICES FOR PELTS 


Fur of the Black Fox Brings From 
$300 to $600— Each Animal 
Worth $500. 


DOVER, Me., Sept. 23.—Blijah Norton of 
this village finds foxes a more profitable 
crop than potatoes or hay, and go he long 
ago quit planting and hoeing and mowing, 
and is now devoting his entire attention to 
raising the sharp-eyed and bushy-tailed 
little animals, whose fur is in great demand 
always and everywhere. When Norton be- 
gan raising foxes it was an experiment; 


now he has the business established on a 
high! profitable basis, and his sunny hill- 
six 2 form on the bank of the Piscataquis is 
knotn as the best paying piece of land in 
Maine. 

The Norton fox fatm is not the first in 
Maine, for foxes had been successfully 
bred by a man on Héron Island, Boothbay, 
Harbor, years before thé Dover enterprise | 
was thought of. When Norton got ready 
to go into the fox business he visited the 
Heron Island farm, and one on Prince Ed- 
ward Island, in the Gulf of St. Lawrence,

“eine an 614 hunter, and knowing the 
ways of fexes, Norton at the outset rec- 
ognized the fact that to be healthy, and 
thus protfiable, his stock _— be content- 
ed, and to insure that ha condition he 
so constructed and arranaet his inclosure 
as to dispel the idea of captivity—which 
foxes cannot endure. He built a fence 18 
feet high, of a eave and specially woven 
wire, to keep the foxes in and to keep 
other animals out. Six inclosures thus 
formed cover about one and a half acres of 

round, and in each of them is a kenne!, 

ullt of wood and set deep into the earth, 

serving as a nursery and as a den for thé 
foxes in winter. At first a few of the foxes 
escaped by burrowing down under the 
fence, but Norton stopped this by carry- 
ing the wire down foay. to eight feet to the 
solld ledge. The whole farm has been 
aHewed to grow up with rank gpass and 
weeds, so that it resembles th native 
haunts of the fox in the wildwood, and 
Norton's stock does not seem to realize 
that it is living In eaptivity. A stranger 
visiting the place sees at first only the 
growth of weeds and underbrush, the foxes 
all scurrying to cover at his approach, but 
on looking closely one may detect here and 
there a pair of bright eyes peeping out at 
him from the tangle. The Norton foxes are 
as wary and alert as ever their ancestors 
were in the wilds of Maine. Canada, Ohio 
and Alaska, from all of which regions the 
colony has been reeruited. 

On the farm are ¢ommon red foxes from 
the woods of Maine, »bilu oxes from 
Alaska, silver grays from Re Edward 
Isiand and blacks from Ohio. The reds 
are the commonest and least valued of 
foxes; blues are worth more. but the silver 
grays and biacks are the aristocrats. As & 


matter of fact, the black and the silver 


grey are the same breed. a silver gray 
ing a black with 4 sprinkling of gray 
hairs. The black fox Tine, is among tne 
most valuable of furs, fine specimens fre- 
quently bringing $800 t while in sev- 
eral instances as high ‘en ‘ere to $1200 hes 
been paid.

Rev. George Lioyd of the Church of the Redeemer said: “Until 
we have Gone our best to prevent boodling, we have no occasion 
to boast and rejoice in revengeful punishment and not even then.” 

All these sermons show that the speakers understand very well 
that the trouble is not superticial. It is rooted in causes lying 
far beyond the men who weakly succumbed to temptation and 
betrayed the trust confided to them by the people. 

To prevent boodling is as important as its punishment. 

St. Louis has drifted into this condition because, year after 
year, the people have neglected their dutics as citizens. The 
election machinery of both parties has becn allowed to fall to the 
keeping of men who have used it to build up a vast system of 
picking and stealing. Nominating conventions are controlled by 
sinister influences and voters have too often been given a choice 
of unworthy candidates. The question has been, not, which is 
the best of the two candidates, but, which one is the least bad? 

The prosecutions are proceeding as speedily as possible. While 
the circuit attorney is doing his duty in procuring punishment 
for crimes already committed, citizens should bestir themselves 
to cleanse thé entire putlic service to the end that boodling may 
be prevented in future.

AUTOMOBILE DEATH. 

The killing of the little newsboy, Perley Ray, by an automobile 
Saturday afternoon is the first fatality from that cause in St. 
Louis. 

It should be the last. There is plenty of authority in the ordl- 
nances to prevent scorching and it should be invoked at once. 

The automobile driver has not even the excuse of the reckless 
motorman. The latter may plead the orders of his employers and 
the necessity of making time. The street railway company 
pleads the demahd of the people to be carried speedily to their 
destination.

But the automobile driver has no public duty to perform. If 
he dashes along at a dangerous speed it is because he enjoys the 
sport and is forgetful of the peril to himself and others. 

The ordi- 
nances against fast driving are just as applicable to an auto- 
mobile as to a carriage drawn by horses. Infractions should 
be relentlessly prosecuted.

Never before in the history of the world 
have so many grand engineering feats been 
In progress or in contemplation as at the 
present time. 
In Africa the completion of the great 
dam across the Nile at Assuan a few weeks 
ago marks the first step in restoring to 
Egypt the fertility which made it the gran- 
ary of the world in the time of the Pha- 
raohs. When supplemented by that at As- 
siout, at a total cost of $25,000,000 for the 
two dams, Egypt will have a reservoir of 
a billion cubic yards of water every year, 
thus removing the annual fear of short- 
ness of crops dependent upon the risings of 
the Nile.

Engelmann Botannical Club May In- 
troduce Philadelphia Plan. 

The Engelmann Botanical Club held its 

gemi-monthly meeting at the High School 


Monday night. 
Ww. J. Stevens, who has spent the sum- 
mer in studying civic improvement in other 
cities, read a paper on the Vacant Lots 
Association of Philadelphia. The associa- 
tion procures the vacant lots from their 
owners’ agreeing to surrender them on de- 
mand. These lots are furnished rent free 
20 the gardeners after having been plowed, 
harrowed and partially fertilized. The 
fertilizer used is the street sweepings. The 
entire crop goes to the gardeners. Seeds 
and tools are furnished at actual cost. The 
— are given to any one applying for 
em. 

R. F. Powell, superintendent of the gar- 
dens, is one of the agricultural experts of 
America, and he endeavors to teach the 
gardeners to practice intensive cultivation. 

The expenses of the association are met 
®y voluntary contributions from the citi- 
gens. Last year the whole amounted to 
84480. This amount secured the cultivation 
of 158 acres of city lots. Six hundred and 
thirty-two families raised vegetables upon 
these lots to the value of ,000, an aver- 
age of about $50 to each family. The cost 
to the association was about $7 per fam- 
fly. It is estimated that this year the 80 

amilies who have gardens will raise crops 

the value of $50,000. 

The Engelmann Botanical Club. acting on 
the report of the Vacant Lots Association 
of Philadelphia, appointed a committee. 
composed of W. Stevens, Miss Isabel 
Mulford and Miss Ella Clark to take the 
matter up with the Provident Association 
of St. Louls.
